It was daytime by 
the clock, night by the skies. Pigeons 
sought their eyric perches about the dome 
the Custom House, chickens went to 
roost, and all bird life was preparing for 

Sleep when the downtown clocks sounded 
the hour of middtay. 

When the envelope of gloom bagan to 
close over the city about 9 o'clock teelings 
of interest took possession of the people, 
It was so strange. At first it was only a 
foz which would go away, but it did not. 

Thicker and thicker grew the gloom, 
darker and darker became the sky. Interest 
in the phenomenon developed into anxiety 
as to what it portended. Two years have not 
banished from St. Leuis. the recollections 
of that awful storm on a sunshiny day in 
May. Clouds and darkness call up the 
scenes of that day of desolation and death. 
And s0, when the gloom settled instead of 
lifting, people asked the Post-Dispsich 
and the weather bureau by telephone about 
the probabfifties. Was there to be another 
tornado? Such was the gist of the queries. 

The axiom about.the silver lining ‘to every 
cloud was exempfTified In this, St. Louls, 
day of gloom. There was a display of il- 
lumination downtown that can be seen no 
more until another day of darkness visits 
us. It wus an illumination that is not 
visible at night, for it does not exist after 
working hours. The city was at work dur- 
ing the visitation of darkness and it has to 
have light. The result Was that 
building in town threw out its share of 
yellow rays from windows to penetrate 
the fog. Skyscraping office buildings were 
transformed for the time into structures 
built of squares of light. The rectahgular 
windows stood out brilllantly against an 
indefinite background of gray black. Every 
sidewalk are lamp in the retail district Was 
lighted and no gas jet escaped service. 
Travelers were reminded of London, and 
Dickens’ students recalled his stories there- 
of particularly the tale of ‘Marley's 
Ghost,”’ wherein such gruesome things hap- 
pened on a foggy Christmas Eve. 

Weather forecaster Hyatt had all his

Tinsley re- 
fused to turn over the vooks of cash, and 
Was Sent to jail for such refusal. He fought 
hard for his liberty, going before the hig! 
t Slate courts and through all the ke 
courts to the Supreme Court of 

nited States, in all of which he failed. He 
finall came into court yesterday and turnel 
over the minute book, pleaded that he no 
longer had in his possession any other pa- 
pers, books or cash, aud admitted con- 
tempt, but pleaded that he purged himself 
by turning over the minute book.

‘They Throw New Light on the Domina- 


tion of Spain in America, Es- 
pecially in Cuba.

LONDON, Dec. 21.—The Daily Mail's 
tome dispatch says that while examining 
State documents of the sixteenth century 
in the Vatican library recently Abbe Cozza 
Luzzi, Assistant Librarian, found an orig- 
inal manuscript of a treatise by Galileo on 
the tides. 

The manuscript is all in Galileo’s hand- 
writing, and ends with the words ‘‘Written 
in Rome in the Medici on Jan.. 8, 1616.” 

The Pope has taken the greatest interest 
in the discovery, and ordered that the 
manuscript be published in an elegant edi- 
tion at the expense of the Vatican. 

Besides this other documents throwing a 
good deal of light on the question of Span- 
ish domination in America, especially in 
Cuba, have been found in the Vatican ar- 
chives. 

The Pope originally intended to present 
these documents to the Queen Regent of 
Spain, but was dissuaded from doing so by 
Cardinal La Pecelatro, who said it wouid 
be a pity to deprive the Vatican library of 
such treasures 

These: political documents will shortly be 
published by the Holy See. The Pope will 
present,a richly bound copy to the Queen 
Regent of Spain and one to the President 
of the United States; though the latter act 
of courtesy is not viewed with favor by a 
number of the prelates of the Pontifical 
Court, who are doing all in their power to 
prevent it. 


FRIENDS BY THOUSANDS, 


Enormous Amount of Mail for the Men 
of the Special Squadron. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The_ special 
squadron, as it is officially designated at 
the Navy Department, composed of the 
battleships Oregon and Iowa, the refriger- 
ator supply ship Celtic, the distilling ship 
Iris and the colliers Justin, Scandia and 
Sterling will remain at Callao, Peru, where 
they are expected in a day or two, until 
Jan. 8 or 10 awaiting an enormous amount 
of mail, aggregating more than 35,000 pieces, 
which has accumulated in the _ three 
months since the fleet started from New 
York for the Pacific. This mail, the re- 
markable proportions of which indicate 
how many friends and officers and men of 
these ships have left in the United States, 
went forward through the office of the dis- 
patch agent in New York yesterday to be 
sent by steamer to Colon, whence it will 
the Isthmus and go down the west 
coast of South America until finally de- 
livered to the ships. Much of this mail con- 
of Christmas presents, which will be 
two weeks late, but it has been im- 
possible under the orders of the special 
squadron to send any communication to 
those ships except by cable up to the 
present. time, 

The orders to Capt. Barker, senior of- 
ficer of the squadron, will be fully executed 
when his ships assemble at the rendevyous 
at Callao. Although it has been the gen- 
eral understanding that the two battleships, 
at least were destined for Honolulu and 
eventually to reinforce Admiral Dewey at 
Manilia. ote orders whatever for the vayage 
beyond Callao have up to this time been 
sent to C aptain Barker, but it is practically 
decided that he will be ordered early in 
January to continue his voyage in the 
Oregon, accompanied by the distilling ship 
Iris, to Honolulu and thence to the Philip- 
pines, while the lowa and the other ships 
will make their way up the coast to San 
Francisco, reaching the Mare Island Navy 
Yard about the middle of February, when 
essential repairs to the lowa’s bollers wijl 
be undertaken in order that the battleship 
may be ready to hurry across the Pacific 
in case of an emergency.

Tilinois Coal Operators Leave the Wage 
Question to the Pittsburg Meeting. 
SPRINGFIELD, Il, Dec. 21.—The IUll- 

nois Mine Operators’ Association at yester- 
day's meeting did not take up the question 
of a new state ecale. The members seid 
that (t would be discussed at the national 
meeting in Pittsburg next month. 

Much of the discussion was devoted to 
Srievances which the operators have 
against the miners. The operators claim 
that the members of the United Mine 
Workera of America have violated thelr 
e@greements made at Springfield, Chicago 
and Danville They also say it was 
agreed at Danville that the operators were 
to have the privilege of paying their top 
men whatever price might be agreed upon 
by the operator and the laborer, regardless 
of the miners’ union, and that the top men 
were not to be members of the union. Tne 
operatore claim that the union has broken 
this agreement in several of the districts 
and has attempted to dictate what pr.ce 
should be paid the laborers. The grievances 
come prin ipally from the southern and 
central fields. 

The operators further claim that the ma- 
chine scale is not being recognized by the 
union in some of the districts. 

These grievances were stated to mem- 
bera of the Executive Committee of the 
Miners’ Union, who assured the operators 
that the miners would see that the agree- 
ment was enforced. 

The Executive Committee of the Tilinols 
Mine Managers and the Fire Boeses’ Mu- 
tual Aid Association perfected an organiza- 
tion.

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BEGGING THE QUESTION. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff in his letter requesting an in- 
vestiwation of the City Hospital cited the treatment of the sol- 
diers who were sent to the institution as proof of the falgity of 
the charges that patients were inhumanly treated and were 
served with bad food. Mayor Ziegenhein in his interview em- 
phasized this point. 

It :s a good point for the Mayor and the Health Commis- 
sioner to emphasize and they seem to fully realize its value. 
They will doubicless cling to it throughout the investigation. 
If the conclusion of the inquiry could be made to hinge on the 
treatment of the disabled soldier boys the Hospital manage- 
ment could be gloriously exonerated. 

But both Maycr Ziegenhein and Dr. Starkloff know that the 
food and care of the soldiers are not to be compared with the 
food and care given the ordinary patients. The soldiers were 
the special and preferred wards of the city and were given the 
best of care and whatever food they desired. No expense or 
labor was spared in their behalf. 

Knowing this the Mayor and Health Commissioner do not 
help, but injure their case by citing the soldier patients. It is 
begging the question and confessing the weakness of the de- 
fense to attempt. to divert public attention from the ordinary 
treatment of the sick poor to the extraordinary treatment of 
the sick volunteers. It indicates that this special effort is the 
only redeeming feature in the management of the institution.

movement that it is not necessary at this 

the question.’ 
Morris explained that the reason 
ed the resolution was that some 
had grossly misrepresented the 
position of the Federation on this question, 
and that he wished to announce to the pub- 
l'c how the labor movement stood on that 
matter. 

The resolution of J. F. 
ton looking to a Obill to 
Congress to impose an 
tax against all factories, employing women 
and children overtime was killed. The 
Committee on Laws reported against the 
measure on the ground that it would le- 
galize the employment of 
borers. In support of his resolution Mr. 
O'Sullivan said that he had been before
